Con- 
siderable data on tho palatability and 
nutritive value of this silage has been 
collected by the Chemistry Division of 
the Dominion Experimental Farms 
and detailed in a bulletin on Sileage, 
distributed by the | Publications 
Branch of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Ottawa. 

In regions where corn gives a satis- 
factory crop every year there is noth- 
ing to be gained by changing to sun- 
flowers, but in the colder climates of 
the northern districts in the West and 
in Northern Ontario and in the larger 
part ofQuebec sunflowers are a more 
dependable crop than corn and make 
an excellent substitute. In nutrition- 
al value and palatability sunfloyer 
sileage ranks high and its feeding 
value for milk production is very sat- 
isfactory. 

In this connection it is interesting 
to note a series of feeding experi- 
ments with sunflower silage conduct- 
ed at the Experimental Station at 
Papuskasing in Northern Ontario 
where fodder corn does not succeed. 
Sunflower silage in these experiments 
proved distinctly superior to oats, 
peas and vetch silage for wintering 
both beef cattle and lambs. 

It should be remembered that where 
there is no silo on a farm,sunflowers 
cannot be grown: to replace.corn, as 
the latter crop may be fed as dry fod- 
der, a use to which sunflowers cannot 
be put. : 

Buying a Fanning Mill. 


Cleaning the seed which is to be 
used for next season’s crops is.a very 
important operation that should be 
done during the winterand not left to 
be hurriedl¥ performed just before 
seeding time. A good fanning mill is 
the first essential, and for tose intend- 
ing to buy a mill a number of valu- 
able rints are givn in a pamphlet en- 
titled “Cleaning Seed,” distributed by 
th Publications Branch, Department 
of Agriculture, Ottawa. It is pointed 
out in the pamphlet that it’s a great 
advantage to deal with a firm that will 
guarantee to see that the mill is fitted 
with the proper sieves to handle the 
grain for which it is required. The 
purchaser should have it understood, 
when he buys a mill, that he will send 

ples of seed to the firm and ex- 
pect them to provide him with the 
best sieves for cleaning it. The ca- 
pacity of a mill in bushels per hour is 
not so very important. Quality of 
work should not be sacrificed for 
speed, as it takes only a few hours, 
even with the slowest mill, to clean all 
the seed required on the average farm.

Canadian Red Clover Seed Best. 

The superiority of Canadian grown 
red clover seed over imported seed 
has once more been strikingly demon- 
strated in experiments described_in 
the latest annual report of- the Do- 
minion Agrostologist. Seeds from 
many sources were thoroughly tried 
out and in practically all cases where 
it has been possible to trace the origin 
of the seed to lots which had been 
grown in Canada at least nine or ten 
years, and thus completely acclima- 
tized, the winter hardiness was con- 
clusively superior to that of practical- 
ly all imported seed. The desirability 
of always using ‘Canadian-grown seed 
is therefore clear. The report, which 
contains much valuable information 
on forage crops, may be obtained from 
the Publications Branch, Department 
of Agriculture, Ottawa.—lIssued by the

Clay loams’as’a rule are well sup- 
plied with potash and seldom respond 
profitably to an application of a spe- 
cial potassic fertilizer.

The Coat of Producing Flax Fibre. 


Where suitable land.can be obtain- 
ed flax production may be made a 
very remunerative undertaking at the, 
Present price of flax fibre. This was 
shown in an investigation conducted 
in Nova Scotia! by the Division of 
Economic Fibre Production of. the Do- 
minion Experimental Farms, an ac- 
count of which is given in the’ latest 
report of the Division. To carry out 
th experiment, twelve farmers were 
chosen, and supplied with seed. The 
total area sown was 18% acres. Of 
the twelve farmers who took part, 
eight made a profit over all costs of 
production, including a fafr rental for 
the land and prevailing wages for all 
work done on the crop. One farmer 
had a profit of $56 per acre, his costs 
of production amounting to $63.25 and 
his returns from fibre and seed to 
$119.31. ;

WHOLE MILK VS. SKIM MILK 


Calves must -be ‘well started—It is 
a well known fact that the very best 
possible start must be given to the 
youngsters. To secure informa- 
tion on the cost of rearing calves: a 
feeding experiment was conducted 
with 38 calves at the Cap Rouge 
Experimental Station. 
Experiment—-The project consist- 
ed in feeding three lots of calves on 
different feeds until they were 24 
weeks old: one lot received whole 
milk; the second, skim-milk and a 
home-mixed meal consisting of six 
parts corn, three parts oa’s, one 
and a half part flax seed, by 
weight, all ground together; the 
third lot received, Royal Purple. catf 
meal, a well known commercial 
article. Besides these feeds, the 
youngsters had all. the clover hay, 
swede, turnips, and corn silage 
which they. would clean up. The 
feed, both liquid and solid, was 
weighed to the last pound, and ihe 
calves were put on. the-scales at 
four, eight, twelve, sixteen, twenty, 
and twenty-four weeks, x

Vienna—The Viennese, who are 
very fond of winter sports and who 
like to get plenty of exercise in this 
field of athletic diversion, need no 
longer travel beyond their own door- 
step to find suitable snow for their 
skiing and bobsledding, thanks to an 
innovation, which soon will be intro- 
duced in New York. 

Within a few minutes by train any 
one of them can reach a large snow- 
covered slope of 30,000 square feet, 
where they can indulge in winter 
sports to their hearts’ content. An 
artificial skiink’ and bobsled course 
was opened quite recently in an 
abandoned railroad station, the well- 
known Nordwest Bahnhof. 

It was the idea of a Norwegian 
skiing champion, Dagfin Carlsen, to 
present the Viennese with the oppor- 
tunity to exercise their popular pas. 
time in the city. He exploited, for 
this purpose, the invention’ of an 
English diplomat and author, Mr. 
Ayscough, ‘who in his leisure hours 
busied himself with the science of 
chemistry. Mr. Ayscough discovered 
a process for artificial’ snow in huge 
quantities at a low price. Mr. Ays- 
cough, I understand, made his inven- 
tion in order to present his daughter 
with a birthday surprise, Miss Ays- 
cough being extremely fond of winter 
sports. But the practical exploitation 
of the new process was left to Mr.

Hobbies Before Career. 


The first thing I should tackle if I 
were a young man again would be the 
folly of wasting time. In my young 
days I did not work hard, because I 
saw no object in doing so. At school 
I was among the backward boys, but 
that was no éxcuse for my learning 
nothing at all. ‘ 

The preciousness of the time I was 
wasting was never pointed out to me. 
No one took the trouble to explain 
what benefits I should derive in later 
Ife from. being accomplished and 
well-read. 

The folly of wasting time is not, of 
course, realized in youth It is dif- 
ficult for the average boy to decide 
on what career he will follow. He is 
impelled by curiosity, and looks upon 

fe as a novelty, Had I been able to 
decide on my carer when I was a boy, 
I should have concentrated all my 
energies on that carer and worked ‘at 
it as I now knéw how to work. 

Knowing how to work is one of the 
most important things in life. It 
needs, above all things, enthusiasm. 
The majority of boys have this eh- 
thusiasm, as we see in the variety 
and extent of their hobbies. More of- 
ten than not, the average British boy 
becomes a highly-gifted amateur in 
his hobbies and a failure in his career, 
Amateurism is an essentially British 
tralt, and I trace it.to the strdéng in- 
dividualism inhdrent in our character. 
We have had railway porter-poets and 
postmen-artists, and highly successful 
ones. 

In my opinion this is because our 
educational systemdoes not train this 
enthusiasm to fulfill the larger func- 
tion of life—a career. The enthusiasm 
to tackle new subjects as a hobby 
dissipates before the larger task ‘of: 
taking uf a subject for a career. Most 
of us feel we are not clever oop 
for the bigger job. The result Of such 
diffidence, carried to its logical con- 
clusion, is that we do not attempt any- 
thing at all. We just drift into an oc- 
cupation, and reserve our enthusiasm 
for hobbies.

SOME EARLY HISTORY 


In view_of the large program of 
mining deyelopment being carried out 
at present in the country comiguous 
to the Columbia River south of Golden, 
British Columbia, it is Interesting to re- 
call, says the Department of the In- 
terlor, through its Natural Resources 
Tntelligence Service, that this was the 
scene of what was perhaps the earliest 
lead mjning enterprise in Canada. _ 

According to HB. A. Haggen, editor 
of the “Mining and Industrial Record” 
outcroppings of galena in the vicini. 
ty of the Spillamachene River were 
used to supply lead for the old muzzle- 
loading muskets of the Hudson's Bay 
Company trapper@mand hunters. The 
fine grained galena ore was reduced 
to. metallic lead by crude methods and 
moulded into bullets or converted into 
shot by the simple expedient of drop- 
ping the molten metal {nto cold water, 
A musket barrel of ancient type dis- 
covered on the property some years 
ago, says Mr, Haggon, confirms the 
story of the past. 

Many years later, a group of 
prospectors from Nova Scotia rushed 
into the district on completion of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway to Golden. 
These men were the original stakers 
of many of the lead-zinc-silver claims 
which after years of intermittent toil 
and perversity gre beginning to add 
their quota Canada’s mineral 
wealth: It is related that Archie 
McMurdo while workirg on his claims

Another. of these old-timers, John 
McRae, staked on the original lead 
discovery and had visions of making a 
fortune out of supplying lead for the 
ammunition-requirements of the local 
hunters, . trappers and prospectors: 
McRae built a smelting furnace to be 
fired with Charcoal. This was the 
first smelfer in British Columbia. It 
was dismantled about 1907 and the 
stone was used to build the pliers of a 
bridge to span the Spillamachene 
River. About that time the late 
Captain Armstrong, well-known skip- 
per in the days of steamboat naviga- 
tion on the Columbia before the build- 
ing of the Kootenay Cenral’ railroad, 
tried his luck at lead mining. He 
and Tom Jones made several ship- 
ments of ore to the Pilot Bay and 
Trail smelters but found that concen- 
tration by milling was necessary to 
make a profiable operation. For that 
purpose an oijl-recoyvery -plant was in- 
stalled—the first application of the 
principle of flotation to the treating 
of lead ore in British Columbia.
